Smith 
in person and by representatives of 
14 other “ lavo m e sons”; Out it was 
countered by a proposal irom tUe Mc­ 
Adoo forces that the unit rule and 
two-thirds rule 
be abrogated, each 
delegate be permitted to cast his pro­ 
rata vote of 
his state 
delegation 
should any delegates oe absent, anu 
txiat the lowest canmuate on each 
ballot be eliminated. 
McAdoo delegates had a rally last 
night at then* Headquarters at which 
speakers declared tuere w ould be "no 
surrender” 
until 
.Vie.vdoo 
is 
nom­ 
inated. 
Mr. McAdoo spent most of his time 
Sunday in consultation with his con­ 
vention imanager, David L. R ockwell 
of Ohio, and the McAdoo forces en­ 
u red the Garden this morning with 
determination evident in their faces. 
in the prelim inary 
stages of the 
conference a 
controversy 
was 
pre­ 
cipitated by a proposal that the unit 
rule be abrogated so that all dele­ 
gates could vote their personal con­ 
victions. 
This was supported, by the 
Wraith forces and opposed by W illiam 
J. Bryan. 
Clashes occurred between 
Mr. Bryan and Senator Caraway of 
Arkansas, representing Senator R ob­ 
inson.

"The death of Mr. Adee brings to 


an end a service which

unparal­ 


leled for its length and efficiency in 


the 
history 
of 
the 
department 
of 
state. 
He 
was 
a 
man 
of 
broad 
scholarship, 
rare 
diplomatic insight, 
and for intim ate 
knowledge 
of 
our 
foreign 
re»atio: s 
easily 
held 
first 
place. 
During a long period and un­ 
til his health laiied, he was the con­ 
stant 
and 
most 
trusted 
advisor of 
secretaries of state. 
It is 
not 
too 
much to say that the government has 
never had a more laithtul and com­ 
petent servant.” 
Aivey A. Adee, for many years sec­ 
ond assistant secretary of state died 
at his home here, aged 81 years. 
He 
was born in Astoria, New York, No­ 
vember 27, 1842. 
He had a continuous service in dip­ 
lomacy, covering 54 years and he was 
conceded to have possessed the most 
intimate knowledge of any single in­ 
dividual as to diplomacy and foreign 
relations of the 
United States gen­ 
erally. 
He had the post of second as­ 
sistant secretary 58 years. 
Complications incident to advanced 
age caused his death. 
Owing to fail­ 
ing strength, lie had been relieved of 
routine duties for several years and 
served 
us 
adviser extraordinary on 
all important questions affecting pre- 
edents. or diplomatic usage or c*us- 


;om. 


During 
the 
war 
he studied 
new 
questions of policy and international 
diplomacy raised by the changing re- 
.ations of the United States with bel- 
.igerents. 
His tirst position 
in, the 
diplomatic service was secretary of 
the legation in Madrid, in 1870. Fol­ 
lowing that lie was charge d'affaires 
at different times and in 1882 became 
third 
assistant 
secretary of 
state. 
Since 1886 he was second assistant 
in 
that 
department. 
Because 
this 
place was nonpolitical, he chose to 
remain in it rather than accept the 
first assistant secretaryship, a politi­ 
cal position. 
His scope ranged froraJjiternational 
law to photography and 
included 
a 
knowledge 
of 
many 
sciences. 
A l­ 
though he never graduated from any 
law 
school, he 
frequently w-as con­ 
sulted by law yers who presided over 
the state department. 
He passed on 
every official note that left the de­ 
partment and thus placed 
the 
com 
munication on a higher literary plane. 
It 
was 
a tradition of the state de­ 
partment that he wrote almost all of 
the Thanksgiving day proclamations.

Ju ly 7.— In a state­ 
ment by Miss Susie Knox an investi- 
; gator for the local court on domestic 
relations she asserts that an alarm ­ 
ingly large number of persons apply­ 
ing 
for 
divorces, 
with 
apparently 
clear-cut 
facts to 
substantiate their 
requests, 
are 
leading 
dual 
lives, 
which should net them prison terma 
instead of the decrees they seek. 
She added 
that years of investi­ 
gating the characters and modes of 
living of divorce seekers have sick­ 
ened her of the work, and she plans 
to retire from it aoon. 
"Som e of my 
experiences have actually made me 
ill,” she said. 
“ I take ‘them to heart 
and become excited over them. W hen 
I find men and women applying for 
divorces and then discover they ara 
living with persons other than their 
husbands or wives, I can well under­ 
stand why an investigating system is 
needed.” 
Miss Knox also says; 
"To o ma ny 
men and women who seek to ha v e 
divorce courts sever the ma trimo nia l 
bonds they w illingly assumed a re liv ­ 
ing falsely, not only here, but a ll o v er 
the country.”

The headdresses of the women of 
the wealthier families are u su ally cov ­ 
ered with large seed p earls and are 
sometimes worth as mu ch as $2,000.

Most persons are fam iliar with rep­ 
resentatives of rile heiroglyphics of the 
undent Egyptians.

engraved marks found on the monu­ 
ments and other records the old Egyp­ 
tians could represent object ideas sug­ 
gested by objects, and even sounds.

Origin of Mule-Foot Hogs* 
The mule-foot bog is a very ancient 
breed, probably natives of Africa.

little less than two centuries ago, Lin- 
naeous, the famous Swedish n a tu r i­ 
st, classified them as a distinct breed. 
Darwin, In 1859, described them, and 
mentioned that they were to be found 
n Scotland. 
This breed became es- 
colors tied into knots, thus forming a j tl,bllshed in America In 1908 by the 
fringe. These knots gave the device Its 
name, for the word quipus signifies a 
“knot." 
The colors represented sensi­ 
ble objects. For example, white might 
stand for sliver, and yellow for gold. 
Occasionally they suggested ideas ab­ 
stractly—white signified peace and red 
war. 
The chief use of the quipus was for 
arithmetical purposes. The knots took 
the place of ciphers and could be com­ 
bined to represent numbers to any 
amount desired. 
The colors of the 
strings explained the subjects to which 
the numbers referred and In this way 
the Peruvians devised a complete sys­ 
tem of enumeration. 
The Spaniards 
testified to the rapidity with which the 
Peruvian calculations were made. 
It is easy to see bow, with a corps 
of trained officials, such a system 
might be made to work effectually, but 
It is difficult to understand how his­ 
torical events could be recorded and 
traditions preserved. For this purpose 
were employed 
interpreters 
of tile 
quipus, who with knowledge acquired 
from other sources, could use these 
strings as reminders or suggestions by 
which events could be kept in memory. 
These Interpreters bore the title of 
quipucamayus, 
or 
“keepers 
of 
the 
quipus,” and it was their business to 
collect the records of the various de­ 
es! rf menfs of the government. 
One 
was at the head of what corresponds 
ti* a census bureau, keeping the details 
in reference to the population of the 
land and the list of those qualified to 
bear arm s; another had charge of the 
revenues, and still another of the treas­ 
ury. Thus the government kept stored 
away myriads of many-colored strings, 
which comprised what might be called 
the national archives.

S O S Alarm 
The apparatus described in a recent 
issue of Radioelectrlcite consists of 
three main portions: An amplifier, a 
wireless receiving relay and the S O S 
selector. The amplifier takes the place 
of the crystal in the ship’s ordinary 
wireless receiver and magnifier of the 
received signals, rendering them suit­ 
able for operating the receiving relay.
